An appHcalion will be made Imme- 
diately to the United States Uailroad 
Labor Board for a reduction in wages 
of train service employees sufficient 
to remove the remainder of the in- 
creases made by the Labor Board ’i 
decision of July 20. 1920, (which would 
involve a further reduction of approxi- 
mately ten i>er cent), and for a reduc- 
tion in the wages of all other classes 
of railroad labor to the going rate 
for such labor in several territories 
where Uie caiTiers operate. 

Jo Reduce Rates as Wages Go Down 

The foregoing action is upon the un- 
derstanding that concurrently with 
Bucli reiluction in wages the benefit 
of the reduction thus obtained shall, 
with the concurrence of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, be 
passed on to the public la the re- 
duction of existing railroad rates, 
except in so far as this reduction 
shall have been made in the mcan- 
tin>€. 

Tlie managements have decided up- 
on this course in view of their reall- 
ration of the fact tliat tlie wlieels of 
Industrial activity have K-en closed 
down to a i»oint which brings depres- 
sion and distre.ss to the entire public 
ami that something must lie done to 
start them again in operation.

Meet at Kansas City. 

Wa:dilngton, Oct. 31.— With a flonr- 
Ish of trumpets and the cheers of a 
tuge crowd ringing In his ears. Mar- 
shal' Focli, lender of the silled ar.iiies 
in the World war, called at the White 
House and was received by President 
llnrding. 

Escorted by Cavalry. 

Accomiianled by Ambassador Jusse- 
rnnd and Oeneral Pershing and under 
tlie escort of -a troop of cavalry, the 
nmrslinl was greeted by throngs along 
I’ennsylvanla avenue.

At the White House entrance tlie 
marshal was recelveil with much pomp 
luid ceremony, and he bowed to re- 
sponse to the cheers ns lie crossed tlie 
liroad veranda, entertng the executive 
inanslon. 

President Harding, flanked on either 
side by the entire stuff of military and 
naval aides, received the ninrslml in 
tlie lilue room and tlie two dignitaries 
exchanged formal salutation and then 
laid luncheon at the White House. 

Renews War Friendships. . 

After lielng received by the Presi- 
dent, the French general fiald his re- 
siiects to Secretary Denby at the X’nvy 
de[)urtment and Acting Secretary 
Walnwrlght at the War department.
